CHICAGO  —  The  name  of  the  Department  of  Mechanical  Engineering 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  has  been  changed  to  the  Department 
of  Mechanical  and  Aerospace  Engineering  in  order  to  more  accurately 
reflect  the  scope  of  the  research  and  course  work  being  conducted 
in  the  department,  Dr.  Andrew  A.  Fejer,  department  chairman, 
announced  today. 

Fejer  said  that  a  large  part  of  both  undergraduate  and  graduate 
research  and  course  work  in  the  department  is  oriented  toward  space 
flight,  as  is  the  educational  background  and  research  interest  of  a 
significant  number  of  faculty  members.   He  pointed  out  that,  although 
undergraduate  programs  are  not  specialized,  they  are  oriented  to 
a  considerable  extent  to  aerospace  problems.   In  the  graduate  field, 
Fejer  said,  where  there  is  room  for  specialization,  a  large  number 
of  courses  are  directly  related  to  space  flight. 

Fejer  noted  that  a  number  of  space-oriented  research  projects 
on  the  undergraduate  level  in  the  I IT  department  are  supported  by  a 
National  Science  Foundation  grant.   He  also  stated  that  the  National 
Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration  has  awarded  three  graduate 
fellowships  for  space-related  research  in  the  department,  to  begin 
next  fall,  and  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare 
has  supported  in  the  past  four  years  a  Ph.D.  program  in  aircraft  and 

missile  propulsion.

CHICAGO  --  America's  refusal  to  abandon  cultural  rigidity  and  accept 
equality  of  the  sexes  has  caused  this  country  to  fall  far  behind  Russia 
in  the  development  of  scientific  manpower,  a  speaker  asserted  at  the 
International  Trade  Fair  today. 

"Despite  outstanding  successes  of  American  female  engineers,  less 
than  1%  of  our  engineers  are  women  compared  to  31%  in  Russia,"  Dr   Lois 
Graham,  associate  professor  of  mechanical  engineering  at  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology  said  today    She  spoke  before  a  crowd  at  the 
International  Trade  Fair  ladies'  day. 

Citing  Clare  Boothe  Luce's  article,  "Some  People  Simply  Never  get 
the  Message,"  in  a  recent  Life  magazine,  Dr ,  Graham  attributed  our  lack 
of  women  engineers  to  their  rejection  by  engineering  professions  and  by 
society . 

"Today  engineering  requires  more  'brain  power'  than  'brawn  power' 
and  a  high  school  girl  who  does  well  in  mathematics  and  science  might 
seriously  consider  engineering  as  a  career,"  Dr.  Graham  said. 

"Now  engineers  are  working  in  almost  every  phase  of  business,  industry 
and  government,"  she  added. 

"The  woman  who  enters  this  profession  will  participate  in  a  field 
which  has  expanded  from  the  design  and  production  of  consumer  goods  to 
making  national  policy  and  participating  in  responsibility  for  the  social 
and  economic  impact  of  technology,"  Dr ,  Graham  asserted. 

She  pointed  out  that  the  country  can  no  longer  afford  to  ignore  its 
untapped  feminine  resources  in  the  face  of  our  current  engineering 
shortage =   In  fact  many  scientific  and  technical  universities  are  already 
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taking  the  initiative  by  encouraging  women  to  enter  the  engineering  and 
scientific  disciplines,  she  pointed  out. 

Recognizing  the  fact  that  it  takes  a  family  as  well  as  a  career 
to  satisfy  most  women,  Dr.  Graham  said  records  indicate  that  the 
average  married  woman  engineer  has  three  children. 
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CHICAGO  —  Dr.  Richard  F.  Bukacek  has  been  appointed  chairman 
of  the  education  program  of  the  Institute  of  Gas  Technology,  an 
affiliate  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  IGT  director 
Dr.  Henry  R.  Linden  announced  today. 

Bukacek  replaces  Dr.  Rex  T.  Ellington,  who  is  leaving  IGT 
to  become  director  of  exploitation  research  with  one  of  the 
major  petroleum  companies. 

Bukacek  holds  the  degrees  of  master  of  science,  master  of 
gas  technology  and  Ph.D.,  all  from  IIT.   He  had  previously  served 
IGT  for  four  years  as  an  instructor  and  supervisor  of  natural 
gas  transmission  research.

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CHICAGO  —  The  appointment  of  Dr.  Stanley  Block  as  director 
of  the  department  of  industrial  engineering  at  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology  was  announced  today  by  Dr.  Ralph  G.  Owens,  I IT  dean 
of  engineering  and  physical  sciences.   Dr.  Block  has  been  acting 
director  of  the  department  since  1962. 

Block  received  his  Ph.D.  degree  at  the  University  of  Minnesota 
and  taught  there  for  ten  years  before  coming  to  the  University  of 
Chicago  as  associate  professor  of  production  management.   During  his 
academic  career  Block  has  continued  his  practical  experience  by 
conducting  training  programs  for  company  and  union  officials,  by 
serving  as  a  consultant,  and  by  acting  as  an  impartial  arbiter  of 
industrial  disputes.   He  is  currently  a  member  of  the  labor  panel 
of  the  American  Association  of  Arbitrators  as  well  as  a  member  of 
various  professional  societies.   He  is  the  author  of  numerous 
articles  in  his  field.

CHICAGO  —  The  study  of  ordinary  yeast  has  aided  scientific 
efforts  to  discover  how  body  cells  accumulate  the  substances  they 
need  to  grow,  according  to  a  Chicago  scientist. 

The  process,  called  "active  transport,"  by  which  cells  take 
in  and  accumulate  nourishment,  is  still  a  partial  mystery  to  scientists, 
Dr,  Allan  Roush,  a  biologist  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
stated  recently, 

Roush  was  the  first  to  describe  active  transport  of  purine 
derivatives  in  yeast  cells.   Purines  are  an  essential  part  of 
nucleic  acid,  the  molecules  which  carry  hereditary  traits. 

Utilizing  the  familiar  biological  technique  of  limiting  the 
environment,  Roush  induced  yeast  cells  to  produce  adenase  (an 
enzyme  or  substance  produced  by  the  body  to  aid  in  such  processes 
as  digestion)  which  had  not  been  found  in  yeast  before. 

Since  cells  cannot  grow  without  nitrogen,  Roush  limited  the 
nitrogen  source  of  the  yeast  to  purines,  chemical  compounds  not 
ordinarily  found  in  the  environment  of  yeast  cells. 
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"In  such  situations  cells  generally  produce  new  enzymes  which 
enable  them  to  metabolize  the  foreign  compounds,"  Roush  said. 
"Although  a  cell  is  extiemely  selective  in  what  it   absorbs,  if  it 
must  metabolize  a  substance  in  order  to  live,  it  generally  develops 
the  ability  to  do  so,"  he  added, 

Roush  demonstrated  that  in  a  purine  environment  yeast  cells 
adapt  by  producing  adenase  and  other  enzymes  which  enable  them  to 
utilize  the  nitrogen  and  continue  growing. 

Since  determining  that  active  transport  of  purines  occurs  in 
the  same  way  as  active  transport  of  sugar  and  amino  acids  (the 
building  blocks  of  proteins) ,  Roush  has  continued  his  experiments 
with  yeast,  designed  to  discover  just  how  substances  enter  cells.

CHICAGO  —  A  $22,735  National  Science  Foundation  grant 
has  been  ais/arded  to  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  for  general 
use  in  its  science  program,  an  IIT  spokesman  disclosed. 

The  money  will  further  IIT's  research  and  education 
activities  and  will  be  allocated  according  to  department 
needs,  Dr.  Scott  E.  Wood,  acting  associate  dean  for  research 
said. 

Two  other  recent  NSF  awards  to  IIT  were:   $4,800  to 
Dr.  Roger  L.  Fosdick,  assistant  professor  of  mechanics, 
for  his  research  on  "the  theory  of  non-linear  elasticity," 
and  $3,500  to  the  department  of  chemical  engineering  for 
its  undergraduate  science  education  program.

CHICAGO  --  For  the  first  time,  the  National  Science  Foundation 
has  allocated  funds  for  an  in-service  program  in  the  field  of 
sociology  for  high  school  social  studies  teachers. 

This  $9,690  grant  was  made  to  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
in  support  of  the  sociology  program  scheduled  to  begin  there  this 
fall,  It  was  announced  by  Dr.  Hans  0.  Mauksch,  dean  of  IIT's  college 
of  liberal  arts. 

Established  as  a  service  to  the  Chicago  area  high  school  teaching 
profession,  the  program  will  be  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Daisy 
Tagliacozzo,  associate  professor  of  sociology. 

The  first  of  the  two  one-semester  courses  is  designed  for 
social  studies  teachers  who  have  not  had  formal  training  in  sociology. 
The  second  is  a  sequel  open  to  those  completing  the  first  course, 
or  those  with  prior  training  in  sociology,  according  to  Dr. 
Tagliacozzo. 

Describing  the  courses  further,  Dr.  Tagliacozzo  said,  "The 
first  course  will  explore  methods  and  basic  concepts  of  sociology 
while  the  second  will  explore  the  ways  in  which  these  principles 
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apply  to  political  sociology,  the  sociology  of  religion,  urban 
sociology  and  the  sociology  of  science.   These  courses  will  be 
particularly  useful  to  teachers  who  seek  to  employ  sociological 
principles  in  their  immediate  teaching  responsibilities"  she  added. 

Although  these  courses  are  open,  free  of  charge,  to  any  Chicago 
area  high  school  social  studies  teacher.  Dr.  Tagliacozzo  pointed 
out  that  only  a  limited  number  can  be  accommodated.   She  urged 
interested  teachers  to  apply  to  IIT's  department  of  political  and 
social  science. 

Beginning  September  21,  the  courses  will  meet  on  the  I IT 
campus  on  Saturday  mornings  for  approximately  15  weeks  each. 
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CHICAGO  —  A  new  $1,500,000  research  and  administration 
building  (foreground) ,  scheduled  for  completion  in 
November  1964,  \s'ill  double  the  floor  space  available  to 
the  Institute  of  Gas  Technology,  an  affiliate  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology.   The  new  building  will  be  adjacent 
to  IGT's  existing  building  (left)  on  State  Street  betv/een 
34th  and  35th  Streets,  on  the  IIT  campus. 

The  utility  requirements  of  the  new  building,  as 
well  as  those  of  the  existing  building,  will  be  met  by 
an  on-site  gas-fired  generation  facility,  shown  between 
the  two  buildings  in  the  drawin&  above.   The  new  IGT 
building  v/ill  have  a  floor  area  of  approximately  50,000 
square  feet.

CHICAGO  —  The  appointment  of  Dr.  Edwart  T.  Hall,  a  well-known 
inthropologist ,  as  the  first  professor  of  anthropology  in  the  department 
)f  political  and  social  science  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
vas  announced  today  by  Dr.  Hans  0.  Mauksch,  dean  of  IIT's  college  of 
liberal  arts. 

"This  appointment,"  Mauksch  said,  "is  part  of  a  major  expansion 
)rogram  in  the  field  of  humanities  which  is  now  under  way  at  IIT. 
'rofessor  Hall  is  one  of  a  number  of  very  prominent  scholars  who  will 
ioin  our  liberal  arts  faculty  this  fall."

'proxemics,"  a  word  he  coined  for  the  study  of  the  physical  distance 
)etween  and  relative  positions  of  people  in  inter-personal  encounters, 
ind  how  this  varies  from  culture  to  culture.   Hall  holds  that  an 
inderstanding  of  cultural  differences  in  this  regard  is  an  important 
'actor  affecting  successful  adjustment  and  effectiveness  in  an  urban 
environment .

Professor  Hall  is  the  author  of  numerous  books  and  articles  in 
the  field  of  anthropology.   His  volume  "The  Silent  Language"  has  been 
used  widely  by  the  government  in  training  specialists  for  foreign 
service.   He  has  taught  at  Harvard,  the  Washington  School  of  Psychiatry, 
Syracuse  University,  the  University  of  Maryland,  Columbia  University, 
Bennington  College  and  Johns  Hopkins  University.

CHICAGO  --  Dr o  Nicholas  Grecz,  an  authority  on  the  bacteria 
which  cause  botulism,  a  form  of  food  poisoning  so  deadly  that 
two-thirds  of  its  victims  perish,  will  join  the  faculty  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology  this  fall  as  an  assistant  professor  of 
microbiology,  Dr „  Hans  0.    Mauksch,  I IT  dean  of  liberal  arts, 
announced  today. 

Grecz  has  spent  the  last  several  years  studying  the  bacteria, 
Closteridium  botulinum;  at  the  Quartermaster  Food  and  Container 
Institute  in  Chicago.   In  the  summer  of  1961,  he  discovered  an 
antibiotic  substance  produced  by  bacterial  action  in  aged  Limburger 
cheese  that  was  effective  against  the  botulism  germ.

"Construction  and  new  expressways  have  far-reaching  effects 
on  the  social  structure  and  community  living,"  Mauksch  said. 
"Therefore,"  he  added,  "the  impact  of  technology  on  society  makes 
it  necessary  to  include  the  civil  engineer  in  a  program  dealing  with 
urban  problems  ■' 

Mauksch  declared  that  the  new  Center's  location  at  IIT  is 
particularly  advantageous.   IIT,  he  said, is  an  urban  university  in 
a  metropolis  which  is  the  hub  of  a  four-state  network, and  which 
offers  great  opportunities  for  original  research  in  such  significant 
problems  as  housing,  water  pollution,  and  unemployment.   Secondly, 
Chicago  is  ideally  situated  for  holding  interstate  meetings  of 
government  officials,  educators,  and  individuals  in  commerce  and 
industry  to  anticipate  the  problems  and  needs  of  the  metropolis. 

The  purposes  of  the  Center's  curriculum,  as  outlined  by

academic  careers  and  for  careers  in  both  public  and  private  organizations, 
such  as  planning  commissions,  city  manager  posts,  social  agencies, 
housing  and  redevelopment  authorities,  etc.   It  is  also  intended 
to  extend  the  knowledge  and  ckills  of  government  officials  and 
individuals  associated  with  private,  civic,  and  public  organizations,

CHICAGO  —  The  appointment  of  Dr.  Peter  G,  Lykos,  associate 
professor  of  chemistry  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  as 
acting  director  of  the  expanding  IIT  Computer  Center,  was  announced 
today  by  Dr„  Martin  A.  Elliott,  IIT  vice-president  for  academic 
affairs , 

Lykos,  who  will  continue  his  graduate  teaching  and  research 
in  the  chemistry  department  in  addition  to  his  new  responsibilities, 
was  instrumental  in  setting  up  the  computer  center  and  in  planning 
its  future  development. 

"A  comprehensive  computational  facility  is  a  natural  and 
important  part  of  graduate  research  and  undergraduate  educational 
activity  at  an  institute  of  science  and  engineering,"  Lykos  said. 
"Indeed,"  he  continued,  "IIT  recognizes  the  emergency  of  computer 
science  and  systems  analysis  as  a  distinct  academic  discipline."

Lykos  indicated  that  the  IIT  computer  center  plans  to  acquire 
a  ne^v ,  large  and  fast  computer  in  the  near  future o   At  present 
the  center  has  its  own  IBM  1620  computer  and  uses  time  on  the  IBM 
7090  and  Univac  1105  computers  at  IIT  Research  Institute, 

The  new  IIT  science  and  engineering  curriculum  which  goes  into 
effect  this  fall,  Lykos  pointed  out,  requires  a  two-hour  computer 
course  ^or  all  engineering  and  most  science  undergraduates.   This  will 
consist  of  introduction  to  computers,  computer  programming,  and 
computer- related  numerical  analysis,  he  said.   However,  he  added, 
most  of  the  time  of  the  IIT  computer  center  will  continue  to  be 
used  for  research  conducted  by  professors  and  graduate  students. 

In  a  pilot  program  carried  out  during  the  past  academic  year, 
Lykos  indicated,  two  hundred  IIT  undergraduates  took  a  course 
introducing  them  to  computers.   As  a  result,  he  said,  many  got 
summer  employment  at  IIT  and  elsewhere,  assisting  senior  scientists 
in  computer-related  research, 

"In  addition,"  he  stated,  "a  program  of  Saturday  classes 
started  this  year  for  two  hundred  selected  high  school  students 
from  the  Chicago  area  has  produced  encouraging  results,"

CHICAGO  —  It  pays  to  be  an  engineer  according  to  record 
starting  salaries  reported  for  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
engineering  graduates. 

They  start  out  with  a  salary  three  times  greater  than  the 
average  national  per  capita  income  recorded  by  the  Department 
of  Commerce. 

The  average  starting  salary  of  $601.00  per  month  for  IIT 
engineering  graduates  represents  an  all  time  high  at  the  Institute, 
and  the  end  is  not  yet  in  sight,  according  to  Earl  C.  Kubicek,  IIT 
director  of  placement  and  alumni  relations. 

"This  4,5  percent  increase  over  1962  starting  salaries  reflects 
the  nation's  increasing  demand  for  engineers,"  he  said. 

Pointing  out  that  average  engineering  incomes  vary  according 
to  specialized  fields,  Kubicek  noted  that  electrical  engineers 
take  home  the  biggest  pay  checks.   In  1962  electrical  engineers 
received  an  average  starting  salary  of  $585.00  per  month.   This 
year  the  figure  has  risen  to  $607.00,  an  unprecedented  increase 
of  $22.00  per  month.

In  other  engineering  areas,,  1963  starting  salary  increases  are 
$585.00  for  chemical  engineering  graduates  compared  with  $558,00 
last  year;  industrial  engineers  $582 „ 00  against  $584.00;  mechanical 
engineers  $5£9„00  against  $570 „00.   Metallurgical  engineers  at 
$582.00  remained  the  same. 

These  averages  were  reached  through  analysis  of  over  2,000 
personal  interviews  between  representatives  of  industry  throughout 
the  country  and  members  of  IIT's  classes  of  January  and  June  1963, 

Kubicek  also  pointed  out  that  the  average  starting  salaries 
of  IIT  liberal  arts  graduates,  particularly  in  business  and 
economics  are  some  $50.00  per  month  above  those  offered  to  the 
usual  business  administration  graduates  of  other  colleges  and 
universities  throughout  the  country. 

In  explaining  the  demand  of  industries  for  IIT  business 
administration  graduates,  Kubicek  pointed  out  that  an  increasing 
number  of  industrial  positions  require  a  technical  background  in 
addition  to  a  knowledge  of  business  administration.   He  noted  that 
the  IIT  liberal  arts  curriculum  emphasizes  mathematics  and  science 
and  gives  students  a  familiarity  with  the  engineering  language 
despite  the  fact  that  they  are  not  engineers .

CHICAGO  —  The  James  S.  Kemper  Library,  serving  students  and 
faculty  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  was  dedicated  on  the 
IIT  campus  on  September  12,  1963. 

The  Kemper  Library  also  serves  IIT  Research  Institute,  the 
Institute  of  Gas  Technology,  and  students  of  other  colleges  and 
universities.   In  addition  to  providing  facilities  for  IIT's  library 
holdings,  the  new  quarters  provide  study  accommodations  for 
approximately  400  persons  at  one  time. 

"The  spacious,  modern  setting  for  scholarship  and  research 
provided  by  The  James  S.  Kemper  Library,"  said  Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata, 
IIT  president,  "is  one  of  the  university's  most  important  facilities. 
The  skill  in  self-education  which  each  student  develops  in  this 
library  will  be  one  of  the  most  lasting  values  of  his  academic 
experience . " 

William  H.  Hyde,  Jr.,  librarian  and  professor  of  library 
science  at  IIT,  said,  "The  Kemper  Library,  located  in  the  new  John 
Crerar  Library  building,  represents  a  significant  partnership  between 
a  university  library  and  a  notable  research  library  having  one  of 
the  world's  largest  collections  in  science,  technology  and  medicine." 
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The  new  library  was  made  possible  through  the  generosity  of 
Mr.  James  S.  Kemper,  the  Lumbermens  Mutual  Casualty  Company  and 
the  James  S.  Kemper  Foundation.   Mr.  Kemper,  chairman  of  the  board 
of  Lumbermens  Mutual,  is  a  former  United  States  Ambassador  to  Brazil 
and  is  a  trustee  of  IIT.   He  is  a  past  president  of  the  United 
States  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  former  treasurer  of  the  Republican 
National  Committee,  among  numerous  other  civic  and  business  activities 

The  dedication  ceremonies  were  held  in  the  library  building 
at  35  W.  33rd  Street,  Thursday,  September  12,  1963.   IIT  President 
John  To  Rettaliata  presided  and  addresses  were  made  by  Mr.  Kemper; 
Lester  Armour,  chairman  of  the  IIT  board  of  trustees;  Dr ,  Peter  Lykos, 
representing  the  IIT  faculty;  and  Victor  Morgenstern,  president  of 
the  Illinois  Tech  Student  Association.

CHICAGO  —  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  has  received  a 
grant  of  $150,000  from  The  A.  Montgomery  Ward  Foundation,  it  was 
announced  today. 

The  grant  to  I IT  was  made  in  support  of  the  institution's 
current  development  of  academic  facilities  and  faculties,  according 
to  a  joint  statement  by  Orville  Taylor,  chairman  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  Foundation,  and  IIT  president  John  T.  Rettaliata. 

In  accepting  this  grant,  Rettaliata  noted  that  it  would  serve, 
along  with  grants  from  other  sources,  in  enabling  IIT  to  push  ahead 
with  its  accelerated  program  of  growth  and  academic  development. 

Rettaliata  pointed  out  that  during  the  past  year  30  new  faculty 
members  have  been  added.   For  the  coming  academic  year,  the  IIT 
board  of  trustees  has  approved  a  budget  increase  of  23  per  cent  for 
program  development,  faculty  additions,  and,  for  the  second  straight 
year,  an  average  faculty  salary  increase  of  10  per  cent.   He  said 
that  full  plans  for  I IT ' s  future  development  will  be  announced  at 
a  later  date. 
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Emphasizing  the  importance  of  such  grants,  Rettaliata  noted 
that  they  have  assisted  the  university  in  achieving  program  objectives 
in  the  social  and  biological  sciences  and  the  humanities  as  well 
as  in  the  physical  sciences  and  engineerings   'A  significant  part 
of  our  program  for  academic  development  is  based  on  the  conviction 
that  a  strong  and  diversified  liberal  arts  center  in  a  scientific 
institution  can  break  through  in  important  academic  areas,"  he  said. 
He  cited  the  recent  establishment  of  a  department  of  computer  sciences 
and  a  metropolitan  studies  center,  as  examples  of  the  expanding 
science  and  liberal  arts  programs  at  the  university. 

Announcement  was  also  made  of  action  by  the  executive  committee 
of  the  I IT  board  of  trustees  to  create  a  memorial  on  the  IIT  campus 
in  honor  of  A   Montgomery  Ward,  the  founder  of  Montgomery  Ward, 

In  expressing  appreciation  for  the  foundation  grant,  the  committee 
designated  the  auditorium  of  Siegel  Hall,  IIT  s  electrical  engineering 
and  physics  building,  as  "The  A.  Montgomery  Ward  Auditorium."   The 
auditorium,  seating  300  persons,  is  used  both  for  academic  lectures 
and  for  scholarly  and  technical  meetings  held  throughout  the  year 
on  the  campus . 

The  auditorium  is  also  used  for  programs  initiated  by  the 
university  to  assist  local  high  school  teachers  of  mathematics, 
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chemistry,  biology  and  physics  through  special  institutes  supported 
by  grants  from  the  National  Science  Foundation.   The  goals  of  these 
programs  are  to  raise  the  level  of  science  and  mathematics  teaching 
in  the  high  schools  and  to  improve  teacher  competence.   More  than 
500  Chicago-area  high  school  teachers  participated  in  these  institutes 
during  the  last  academic  year. 

Tuition-free  courses  are  also  offered  to  gifted  high  school 
students  in  mathematics,  biology  and  computer  technology,  and  more 
than  700  students  participated  in  these  courses  during  the  past 
year .

CHICAGO  —  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  and  eleven  other 
American  Universities  have  formed  a  consortium  to  aid  Afghanistan  in 
the  education  of  professional  engineers,  it  was  disclosed  today. 

Financed  by  the  U.  S.  Agency  for  International  Development,  this 
program  of  educational  assistance  was  organized  at  the  express  request 
of  the  Afghan  government,  according  to  Dr.  Peter  Chiarulli,  chairman 
of  IIT^s  department  of  mechanics. 

Chiarulli  returned  this  week  from  a  meeting  at  Purdue  University 
where  final  plans  were  completed  for  the  consortium.   It  was  formalized 
in  the  presence  of  the  King  and  Queen  of  Afghanistan,  who  are  paying 
a  state  visit  to  the  United  States. 

Russia,  Chiarulli  noted,  recently  gave  Afghanistan  an  Engineering 
Polytechnic  Institute.   He  added  that  the  United  States  AID  program 
will  help  assure  the  continued  use  of  English  as  the  teaching  language 
for  engineering  in  that  country. 

Explaining  IIT's  participation  in  the  program,  Chiarulli  said 
that  the  university  has  been  specifically  chosen  to  plan  the  development 
of  the  civil  engineering  laboratories  at  Kabul  University,  Afghanistan. 
He  indicated  that  the  program  will  provide  Afghanistan  with  assistance 
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in  two  major  areas:  (1)  Faculty  members  from  the  participating 
institutions  will  go  to  Kabul  University   to  assist  in  the  development 
of  curricula,  in  the  planning  and  outfitting  of  teaching  and  research 
laboratories,  and  to  help  inaugurate  research  programs  with  particular 
emphasis  on  the  needs  of  Afghanistan.   (2)  Provisions  will  be  made  for 
selected  members  of  the  Kabul  faculty  to  attend  the  participating 
American  universities  for  advanced  study.   The  Afghan  teachers  will 
also  examine  American  educational  and  research  methods  which  are 
relevant  to  the  needs  of  Afghanistan. 
I      Chiarulli  also  pointed  out  that  two  I IT  Center  engineers,  Leonard 
Cooper  of  the  I IT  mechanics  department  and  Walter  Pilkey  of  the  I IT 
Research  Institute  are  already  teaching  at  Kabul  University.   They 
flew  there  on  ten  days  notice  last  spring  in  answer  to  an  AID  emergency 
call  for  teachers  for  the  Kabul  engineering  program.

He  said  that  additional  I  IT  staff  may  be  going  to  Afghanistan 
to  participate  in  these  programs  and  that  several  Kabul  University 
staff  members  will  be  coming  to  I  IT  for  advanced  study  in  electrical 
engineering .

CHICAGO  --  Three  new  instruments  valued  at  $14,000  have  been  added 
to  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  chemistry  department  explicitly 
for  the  undergraduate  teaching  program,  Dr ,  Peter  Lykos ,  associate 
professor  of  chemistry,  disclosed  today. 

One  half  the  cost  of  this  equipment  was  supplied  by  a  grant  from 
the  National  Science  Foundation,  and  was  matched  by  money  from  the 
university,  Lykos  said. 

The  instruments  are  an  electron  spin  resonance  spectrometer, 
$6,000,  an  infrared  spectrometer,  $6,000,  and  a  dielectric  constant 
spectrometer,  valued  at  $2,000.   Lykos  explained  that  electron  spin 
resonance  spectrometer  is  a  device  used  in  the  study  of  molecular 
structures.   It  measures  the  frequency  at  which  energy  is  absorbed  by 
the  uncoupled  spinning  electrons  in  the  molecule    The  uncoupled 
spinning  electrons  are  the  ultimate  origin  of  the  property  of  magnetism, 
he  added. 

The  infrared  spectrometer,  a  device  used  in  the  study  of  molecular 
structures,  measures  the  energy  value  of  light  absorbed  by  the  various 
vibrating  chemical  groups  in  the  molecule.   The  dielectric  constant 
spectrometer  measures  the  dipole  moments  of  molecules. 
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Lykos  pointed  out  that  science's  current  emphasis  on  molecular 
structures  calls  for  such  instruments  to  enable  the  chemist  to  apply 
the  laws  of  physics  to  gain  a  better  understanding  of  molecular  structure

While  refreshments  are  served,  the  dean  of  engineering,  and 
physical  sciences,  the  dean  of  liberal  arts  and  IIT  faculty 
members  will  discuss  IIT's  academic  program  with  visitors.

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IIT  administrative  officers  will  also  be  available  to  answer 
questions  on  admissions  requirements,  financial  aid,  student  housing, 
student  activities,  the  co-operative  education  program,  and  the 
Army  and  Navy  ROTC . 

Visitors'  Day  will  feature  exhibits  of  faculty  research, 
including  faculty-authored  books,  IIT  Research  Institute,  space 
technology,  and  exhibits  from  the  Institute  of  Gas  Technology, 
the  Institute  of  Psychological  Services,  and  the  Association  of 
American  Railroads  Research  Center,  all  of  which  are  located  on  the 
I IT  campus . 

Campus  student  organizations  will  conduct  tours  through  the 
day  of  the  university's  laboratory  and  teaching  facilities,  the 
1,250,000  volume  John  Crerar  Library,  the  nation's  first  nuclear 
reactor  for  industrial  research  and  the  $2=5  million  computer  center 
at  IITRI, 
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CHICAGO,  Oct,  10  --  As  a  demonstration  of  modern  fire-prevention 
techniques,  two  wooden  buildings  were  burned  today  on  the  campus  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

A  part  of  Chicago  Fire  Prevention  Week,  the  demonstration  was 
sponsored  by  IIT,  the  Chicago  Association  of  Commerce  and  Industry  and 
the  Chicago  Fire  Department,  which  had  equipment  on  display  at  the  scene 

The  buildings  were  specially  constructed  on  the  university  s 
parking  lot.   One  was  treated  with  a  fire-resistant  paint,  which  when 
subjected  to  heat  forms  a  protective  coating  which  shields  combusible 
surfaces  from  d£<mage  by  both  fire  and  heat.   The  paint  was  developed 
by  Albi  Manufacturing  Company. 

After  the  demonstration,  visitors  were  conducted  on  a  tour  of 
the  hydraulics  laboratory  of  I IT ' s  department  of  fire  and  safety 
engineering  by  the  department's  director,  Gerald  L   Maatman,   Professor 
Maatman's  recently-released  survey  of  fire  protection  in  Chicago  has 
aroused  considerable  interest.   IIT  is  one  of  only  two  universities 
in  the  United  States  which  grant  degrees  in  fire  protection  and 
safety  engineering.

CHICAGO  —  The  introduction  of  computers  to  medical  research  is 
proving  particularly  effective  in  pathology  research,  diagnostic 
research,  and  studies  of  drug  reaction,  according  to  Dr.  Hans  0= 
Mauksch,  dean  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  college  of  liberal 
arts  and  chairman  of  the  coordinating  committee  on  health-related 
research. 

Emphasizing  the  need  for  cooperative  research  between  medical 
centers  and  computation  centers,  Mauksch  announced  a  two  day  workshop 
for  members  of  scientific  staffs  of  Chicago  area  hospitals  on  the 
"Application  of  Computer  Technology  for  Medical  and  Biological 
Research,"  October  15  and  16  on  the  I IT  campus, 

"This  workshop  is  particularly  appropriate  for  I  IT  as  an  urban 
university,"  Mauksch  said,   "We  are  providing  a  service  in  our  computer 
center  to  scientists  and  researchers  in  the  medical  community  and  at 
the  same  time  opening  the  door  to  many  possibilities  for  joint  research 
between  medical  researchers  and  either  the  I IT  Health  Research  Center 
or  I IT  Computation  Center,   We  hope  to  make  the  medical  centers  in 
the  Chicago  area  aware  of  the  I IT  Computation  Center,"  Mauksch  said. 
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Explaining  the  need  for  cooperation  between  the  computation  and 
medical  fields,  Mauksch  noted  that  a  tremendous  amount  of  medical 
research  could  be  facilitated  by  the  utilization  of  computers  but 
that  medical  centers  rarely  have  computers  of  their  own,  nor  are  they 
familiar  with  technqiues  for  adapting  their  research  to  computers. 

Speakers  at  the  workshop  will  include  Dr.  T.  D   Sterling,  director 
of  the  medical  computation  center  at  the  University  of  Cincinnati, 
to  speak  on  "Computation  Applications  to  Clinical  Research  and 
Practice;"  Dr.  Clifton  F=  Mountain,  Anderson  Hospital,  Texas  Medical 
Center,  on  "New  Technology  in  an  Old  Science;"  Dr ,  Joseph  F.  Mount, 
special  medical  representative  for  IBMj  on  "Biomedical  Research  at 
UCLA  and  Elsewhere;"  and  Dr ,  Carol  M=  Newton,  from  the  University  of 
Chicago,  on  "A  General  Appraisal  of  the  Role  of  Computers  in  the 
Biomedical  Sciences." 

Mauksch  is  planning  another  workshop  this  year  under  the  auspices 
of  the  IIT  Health  Research  Center  on  patient  care  and  patient  care 
systems,  an  analysis  of  the  hospital  from  a  sociological  point  of  view.

CHICAGO  --  A  course  in  the  design  of  point-of -purchase  displays, 
the  kind  of  display  used  in  exhibiting  consumer  goods  in  retail  outlets, 
such  as  supermarkets  and  drug  stores,  is  being  offered  for  the  first 
time  in  the  United  States  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology's 
Institute  of  Design. 

The  course,  taught  by  professional  designer  Bruce  Beck,  will 
present  design  students  with  a  series  of  three  problems,  in  increasing 
order  of  difficulty,  in  the  design  of  point-of-sale  exhibits.   The 
purpose  of  the  course,  in  which  22  students  are  currently  enrolled, 
is  to  broaden  the  scope  of  the  student  designers  to  include  a  field 
heretofore  ignored  in  design  education. 

With  the  tremendous  post-war  expansion  in  self-service  merchandising, 
point-of-purchase  displays  are  becoming  an  increasingly  vital  part  of 
consumer  selling.   Yet,  until  now,  little  effort  has  been  made  to 
enlist  the  professional  designer's  skills  in  visual  communications 
in  the  effort  to  improve  this  type  of  display.

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The  I IT  students  are  asked  to  choose  a  problem  in  point-of -purchase 
display,  say  the  display  of  oranges  in  a  supermarket,  and  to  use 
their  creative  imaginations  to  devise  an  effective  manner  of  showing 
the  product  to  best  advantage  and  encouraging  the  customer  to  buy  it. 

Financial  assistance  in  developing  the  course  is  being  provided 
through  a  three-year-grant  from  Creative  Displays,  Inc.,  a  Chicago 
firm  specializing  in  point-of-purchase  displays. 
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CHICAGO,  Oct:  21  —  Record  income  and  expenditures  by  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology  and  its  research  organizations  during  the 
last  fiscal  year  were  reported  by  Dr.  John  T,  Rettaliata,  president  of 
the  university,  in  his  annual  report  to  the  board  of  trustees  published 
Oct,  21. 

Operating  budgets  of  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  its 
IIT  Research  Institute,  and  the  affiliated  Institute  of  Gas  Technology 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  August  31,  1963,  amounted  to  an  all-time 
high  of  $34,269,735,  according  to  Dr.  Rettaliata    The  previous  year  s 
figure  was  $29,731,774. 

Total  research  volume  amounted  to  $26.5  million,  an  increase  of 
16.1%  for  the  year,  and  more  than  50%  greater  than  the  total  reached 
during  fiscal  19  60-61. 

Contributions  from  alumni,  individuals,  corporations,  and 
foundations  totaled  $2,361,323  during  the  year    This  total  of 
contributions  is  the  largest  ever  recorded  by  IIT,  and  is  approximately 
one  million  dollars  greater  than  that  of  the  preceding  year. 
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Among  the  year's  expenditures,  instructional  salaries  and 
expense  increased  25%  over  the  previous  year    The  budget  for  1963-64 
calls  for  a  further  increase  of  20%  for  faculty  and  supporting  personnel 
and  equipment    Thus  in  two  years  an  increase  of  50%  is  contemplated 
in  expenditures  designed  to  improve  the  quality  of  instruction  and 
research  at  the  university.   Faculty  salaries  alone  will  have  been 
increased  an  average  of  21%  in  this  two-year  span 

Investment  in  new  buildings  and  equipment  during  the  past  fiscal 
year  amounted  to  $2,923,856,  making  the  total  investment  in  plant 
$51,225,770,   Total  assets  are  now  $64,423,489. 

In  addition  to  reporting  new  highs  in  IIT's  financial  operations, 
Rettaliata  reported  a  3  7  per  cent  enrollment  increase  in  the  university's 
combined  undergraduate,  graduate,  and  evening  education  programs,

CHICAGO  — ■  The  U.  S.  State  Department  has  purchased,  for  exhibit 
abroad,  three  recent  etchings  by  Misch  Kohn,  associate  professor  at 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology's  Institute  of  Design.   The 
etchings  are  titled  "The  Little  Lion,"  "The  General,"  and  "The  Baron 
von  Z," 

"Both  'The  General'  and  'The  Baron  von  Z, '  are  my  imaginary 
ancestors,"  Kohn  pointed  out.   "Oedipus,  Sigmund,  and  G.B.  are  some 
of  the  others."   Currently  the  Institute  of  Design  Press  is  printing 
a  book  of  Kohn's  works  including  a  whole  series  of  his  imaginary 
ancestors . 

A  one  man  show  of  Kohn's  recent  works  is  being  held  now  through 
November  9  at  the  Weyhe  Gallery,  Lexington  Ave.,  New  York.   Kohn  is 
also  represented  in  the  United  States  Information  Agency  exhibit  of 
graphic  art  traveling  in  Russia. 

A  major  retrospective  exhibition  covering  the  last  fifteen  years 
of  Kohn's  work  is  on  view  at  the  Modern  Gallery  in  Ljubljana, 
Yugoslavia.   It  includes  lithographs,  etchings  and  woodcuts. 

Kohn,  entering  his  fourteenth  year  of  teaching  at  IIT^s  Institute 

of  Design,  is  one  of  ten  American  artists  represented  in  the 
International  Biannual  Exhibit  of  Contemporary  Art  in  Sao  Paulo, 
Brazil.   He  feels  he  is  "not  yet  stultified  by  the  academic  environment 
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CHICAGO  --  Prof.  Gordon  Martin,  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology's  Institute  of  Design,  will  present  the  first  American 
"broadsides"  (large  posters)  exhibit  ever  assembled  to  emphasize 
typography  and  graphic  arts . 

The  exhibit  will  be  on  view  the  entire  month  of  November  in 
IIT's  Grover  M.  Hermann  Hall,  and  includes  about  seventy-five  posters 
or  notices  such  as  proclamations,  book  advertisements,  baseball 
and  sailing  posters  all  dealing  with  nineteenth-century  American  life 

"Often  broadside  collections  express  a  specific  theme  such  as 
politics,"  Martin  pointed  out,   "But  this  one  is  a  potpourri  of 
subjects.   Changes  and  refinements  in  typography  are  evident  in  the 
broadsides,  suggesting  the  rapid  development  of  printing  techniques 
in  the  nineteenth  century,"  he  said, 

"Even  those  not  primarily  concerned  with  typography  will  enjoy 
the  collection  for  its  historical  value,  its  selection  of  subjects, 
and  its  humor,"  Martin  said.   He  cited  one  example,  an  1827  poster 
for  a  curiosity  show.   It  pictures  a  very  small  man  seated  in  a  very 
large  chair  and  is  titled  "Midget  Called  Mr.  Smith."   In  bold  face 
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print  stands,  "HE  IS  BUT  19  1/2  INCHES  TALL,"   In  small  letters 
underneath-- "when  he  sits." 

In  his  new  book,  "The  Playbill,"  published  by  the  Institute 
of  Design,  Martin  traces  the  playbill's  evolution  from  1795  to  1870 
and  includes  many  examples  to  illustrate  fundamental  improvements 
in  typographic  style. 
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CHICAGO  —  "The  American  Scene,"  the  discussion  program  produced  by 
llinois  Institute  of  Technology  and  presented  on  Chicago  TV  station 
NBQ,  will  mark  its  fifth  anniversary  on  the  air  on  October  26th.

CHICAGO  —  Language  scholars  at  The  University  of  Chicago  and 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  have  undertaken  a  research  project 
aimed  at  discovering  what  speech  characteristics  of  various  social 
groups  in  Chicago,  such  as  migrants  from  the  rural  South,  interfere 
most  with  their  educational  and  economic  progress. 

Financed  by  a  grant  from  the  U   S.  Department  of  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare,  two  linguists  from  each  university,  assisted  by  graduate 
students   are  currently  conducting  interviews  with  members  of  the 
lower  and  middle  social  and  economic  groups    They  intend  to  establish, 
first,  the  standard  of  middle-class  speech  in  Chicago,  and,  secondly, 
how  the  speech  of  the  other  groups  differs  from  this  standard. 

The  ultimate  aim  of  the  study  is  to  improve  communication  skills 
of  school  children.   It  is  proposed  to  employ  the  techniques  used  in 
the  teaching  of  English  as  a  foreign  language,  so  that  the  patterns  of 
the  standard  language  may  be  more  effectively  taught ,   This  approach 
has  been  used  m  Great  Britain  and  France  for  years    This  will  improve 
communications  between  teachers  and  children  and  help  to  break  down 
barriers  between  social  groups,

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The  investigation  will  be  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Raven  I. 
McDavid,  associate  professor  of  English,  The  University  of  Chicago; 
Dro  William  M.  Austin,  professor  of  linguistics,  IIT;  Dr „  Alva  L. 
Davis,  professor  of  English  and  linguistics,  IIT;  and  Dr.  Robert  D, 
Hess,  associate  professor  of  education  and  human  development,  The 
University  of  Chicago. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  a  major  concern  of  the  teaching  of 
English,  to  any  group  is  to  enlarge  social  opportunity,  to  open  social 
and  economic  doors  to  the  students  which  otherwise  might  be  closed 
because  of  linguistic  handicaps o 

The  investigators  also  observed  that  segregation,  for  both 
racial  and  economic  reasons,  contributes  to  the  continuation  and 
widening  of  the  language  gap.   They  contend  that  the  most  realistic 
way  to  break  down  linguistic  segregation  is  to  attack  the  problem 
scientifically y  to  recognize  speech  differences  and  to  try  to  bridge 
the  gap  by  the  use  of  teaching  techniques  which  have  proved  successful 
in  enabling  the  people  of  different  nations  to  communicate. 

The  current  research  program  is  expected  to  be  completed  in  two 
years . 
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The  investigation  will  be  under  the  direction  of  these  four 
scholars : 

—  Dr.  Raven  I.  McDavid,  Associate  Professor  of  English,  The 
University  of  Chicago,   McDavid  received  his  PhD,  from  Duke  University 
and  did  post-doctoral  study  at  Yale  and  the  University  of  Michigan, 
He  spent  six  years  in  dialect  field  work  for  the  Linguistic  Atlas  of 
the  United  States  and  Canada  and  is  associate  director  of  the  Linguistic 
Atlas  of  the  North  Central  States-   He  has  published  extensively  in 
American  English  and  dialectology, 

--Dr.  William  M,  Austin,  Professor  of  Linguistics,  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,   Austin  received  his  Ph.D.  from  Princeton  and 
spent  two  post-doctoral  years  in  linguistics  at  Yale.   He  has  prepared 
language  guides  for  the  U.  S,  Army  and  Johns  Hopkins  University,  and 
was  recently  senior  research  scientist  in  Linguistics  and  Paralinguistics 
at  the  Eastern  Pennsylvania  Psychiatric  Institute. 

--Dr,  Alva  L.  Davis,  Professor  of  English  and  Linguistics  at  IIT. 
Davis  received  his  Ph.D.  from  the  University  of  Michigan   He  has  served 
as  director  of  program  development  for  the  English  Language  Services 
in  Washington,  and  has  directed  the  teaching  of  English  as  a  foreign 
language  in  Thailand,  Turkey  and  Morrocco, 

--Dr.  Robert  D   Hess,  Associate  Professor  of  Education  and  Human 
Development  and  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Human  Development,  The 
University  of  Chicago,   Hess  is  also  assistant  dean  of  the  graduate 
school  of  education  and  director  of  the  Urban  Child  Center  of  the 
university.   Hess  received  his  Ph  D .  degree  from  The  University  of 
Chicago  and  has  published  extensively  in  the  sociology  of  the  family 
and  in  the  problems  of  socialization  and  cultural  deprivation.

CHICAGO  --  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  has  established  an 
Intercultural  Center  on  the  campus  as  a  step  toward  the  substantial 
broadening  of  its  International  Student  program  Dr   Marion  Groves, 
acting  dean  of  the  graduate  school  disclosed  today. 

To  initiate  and  direct  the  program,  Mr.  Donald  Jay  Gemmel  has  been 
appointed  director  of  the  Intercultural  Center,  and  Mr.  Ronald  G= 
Heinrich,  will  act  as  assistant  foreign  student  advisor. 

In  speaking  of  the  need  for  active  foreign  student  programs  as 
an  integral  part  of  university  life  today,  Gemmel  said  such  programs  provide 
Dne  way  a  college  can  demonstrate  its  concern  for  and  involvement  in 
world  affairs „   He  noted  that  one  of  the  most  opportune  times  for 
friendships  to  be  cemented  between  domestic  and  foreign  nationals 
is  during  the  college  years.   One  of  the  objectives  cf  the  new  I IT 
;^enter  is  to  create  a  climate  in  which  such  lasting  contacts  can  be 
formed, 

Gemmel  cited  efforts  by  the  U   S   government  to  share  advanced 
knowledge  of  science  and  engineering  with  developing  nations  of  the 
ivorld,  and  noted  that  important  American  universities  are  following 
this  lead  by  increasing  foreign  student  education    I IT  s  international 
reputation  in  engineering  and  the  sciences  attracts  an  increasing 
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number  of  students  from  all  over  the  world,  he  added. 

Emphasizing  that  the  Intercultural  Center  is  for  both  foreign 
and  domestic  students,  Gemmel  pointed  out  that  the  center  will  direct 
its  efforts  to  programs  which  will  facilitate  mutual  respect  and 
understanding.   He  cited  such  areas  as  community  hospitality  programs 
where  it  will  act  as  liason  between  American  families  wishing  to 
invite  foreign  students  into  their  homes  and  the  students  wishing  to 
meet  American  families.   He  also  mentioned  the  possibility  of  travel 
programs  for  small  groups  to  important  American  cultural  areas  and 
functions,  including  sessions  of  Congress  or  the  U,  S.  Supreme  Court, 

IIT's  international  student  enrollment  includes:   168  full-time 
day  graduate  students,  46  full-time  undergraduates  and  120  part-time 
evening  students.   They  represent  55  countries  and  every  continent. 

The  Intercultural  Center  will  be  in  operation  by  November  1 
and  a  formal  open  house  will  be  held  in  December.   It  is  temporarily 
located  at  3300  S.  Wabash,  just  north  of  the  IIT  fraternity  houses. 
Permanent  quarters  will  be  constructed  at  a  later  date. 

Prior  to  his  IIT  appointment,  Gemmel  acted  as  foreign  student 
advisor  at  Michigan  State  University.   Since  1960,  he  also  assisted 
in  exchange  arrangements  of  visiting  scholars  and  scientists  in  his 
capacity  as  educational  exchange  coordinator  at  Michigan  State.

CHICAGO  --  New  positions  of  executive  director  and  assistant 
librarian  for  research  services  have  been  created  by  the  board  of 
directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library,  the  library's  president, 
Robert  C ..  Gunness,  announced  today  , 

Herman  H.  Henkle,  librarian  of  Chicago's  leading  scientific 
library  since  1947,  has  been  made  executive  director  in  addition  to 
his  present  position,   Ammiel  Prochovnick  has  been  appointed  assistant 
librarian  for  research  services. 

As  executive  director,  Mr.  Henkle  will  serve  as  chief  executive 
officer  of  the  library,  with  responsibilities  for  overall  planning 
of  the  services  to  scientific,  industrial,  and  medical  research,  and 
for  developing  new  financial  resources  for  the  library.   He  will  have 
general  direction  of  the  library's  operations  through  the  offices  of 
the  associate  librarian,  William  S.  Budington,  and  the  comptroller, 
Herbert  W,  Winters,  both  of  whom  have  been  associated  with  the  library 
for  a  decade . 
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"The  changes  made  in  the  management  of  Crerar  Library,"  Mr, 
Gunness  said,  'Were  designed  to   strengthen  the  library's  services  to 
both  education  and  research,  and  to  provide  more  adequately  to  meet 
vastly  increasing  demands  for  scientific  information." 

The  new  assistant  librarian  for  research  services,  Mr.  Prochovnick, 
has  been  associated  with  Crerar  Library  for  twelve  years  as  a  member 
of  the  staff  of  research  information  service.   His  graduate  training 
was  in  physics  at  the  University  of  Chicago,  and  for  the  past  ten 
years  he  has  been  editor  of  Crerar  Metals  Abstracts.   He  was  also 
joint  compiler  and  editor  of  the  comprehensive  Metal  Cutting  Bibliography 
published  in  1960  by  the  American  Society  of  Tool  and  Manufacturing 
Engineers . 

Crerar  Library,  which  has  served  the  scientific  community  of 
Chicago  since  1895,  is  now  located  in  a  new  building  dedicated  in 
April  of  this  year,  on  the  campus  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology.

CHICAGO  —  Ground  will  be  broken  Nov.  7  (12:20  p.m.)  for  construction 
of  a  new  research  and  administration  building  for  the  Institute  of 
Gas  Technology,  an  affiliate  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 
Wielding  shovels  in  the  groundbreaking  ceremony  will  be  Leslie  A. 
Brandt,  president  of  The  Peoples  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  and  chairman 
of  the  IGT  building  committee;   Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata,  president  of 
IIT  and  IGT;  and  Dr.  Henry  R.  Linden,  IGT  director. 

Executives  of  close  to  fifty  gas  industry  companies  from  coast 
to  coast,  and  the  American  and  Southern  Gas  Associations,  will  attend 
the  ceremony,  which  will  be  the  highlight  of  IGT's  22nd  annual  meeting 
of  its  board  of  trustees  and  supporting  member  companies.   The  IGT 
board  chairman,  Marvin  Chandler,  president  of  Northern  Illinois  Gas 
Company,  will  be  unable  to  attend  as  he  is  recovering  from  a  mild 
heart  attack,  and  is  resting  with  friends  at  La  Jolla,  Calif. 

The  cost  of  the  new  building,  including  a  natural  gas-fueled 
on-site  total  energy  system,  will  be  $1,950,000.   It  will  be  a  four-story 
brick  and  reinforced  concrete  structure  with  full  basement,  216  feet 
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long  and  72  wide,  adjoining  the  present  building  at  34th  and  State 
Streets  on  the  I IT  campus.   The  two  top  floors  will  be  left  unfinished 
to  meet  future  expansion  needs.   The  estimated  need  for  this  space  in 
three  or  four  years  indicated  that  it  would  be  preferable  to  add  the 
two  unfinished  floors  to  the  initial  construction    rather   than  add 
them  later „ 

A  one-story  connecting  link  between  the  new  and  present  buildings 
will  house  equipment  for  an  on-site  energy  system,  powered  by  natural 
gas,  which  will  supply  all  the  electricity,  heating,  and  cooling 
requirements  of  both  buildings.   The  system  will  consist  of  one  gas 
turbine-driven  and  four  gas  piston  engine-driven  alternating  current 
generators,  a  waste-heat  boiler  for  generating  12  psig  steam  from  the 
gas  turbine  exhaust,  and  an  auxiliary  gas-fired  boiler  for  supplemental 
steam  requirements.   Steam  will  be  used  for  building  heating  and  an 
absorption  cooling  system^ 

Completion  of  the  new  building,  scheduled  for  late  in  1964, 
will  add  87,400  square  feet  of  floor  space  to  IGT ' s  facilities  on  the 
IIT  campus  and,  when  fully  utilized,  will  provide  working  space  for 
approximately  200  staff  members o

ON-SITE  ENERGY  SYSTEM  FOR  IGT  BUILDING  COMPLEX 

The  on-site  energy  system  will  supply  all  the  electricity, 
heating,  and  cooling  requirements  for  operation  of  both  builcings. 
The  system  will  consist  of  one  gas  turbine-driven  and  four  gas 
piston  engine- c!ri^'en   alternating  current  generators,  a 
waste-heat  boiler  for  generating  12  psig  steam  from  the  gas 
turbine  exhaust,  and  ar*  auxiliary  gas -fired  boiler  for 
supplemental  steam  requirements.   Steam  will  be  used  for 
builcing  heating  and  an  absorption  cooling  system. 

With  the  five  electrical  generating  modules,  the  system  has 
a  total  electrical  capacity  of  760  kilowatts  and  sufficient 
standby  capacity  to  meet  peais  energy  demancs  in  the  event  of  an 
outage  of  any  one  of  them.   The  five  generating  modules  also 
allow  excellent  flexibility  of  operation. 

Fluorescent  lighting  will  be  furnished  from  420  cycle  per 
second  electrical  power,  and  conventional  60  cycle  per  second 
power  will  be  used  for  all  otner  electrical  demands.   Automatic 
paralleling  and  load-sharing  controls  will  be  incorporated  in 
the  system,  so  that  it  will  not  require  operating  personnel  in 
attendance .

In  his  annual  report,  Dr.  Linden  said,  "The  pattern  of  rapid 
growth  that  IGT  has  followed  since  1960 — a  20  to  25  percent  annual 
increase  in  dollar  volume  of  research  and  educat ion--was  maintained 
this  year,  when  total  volume  reached  a  new  high  of  $1,94  million.

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CHICAGO  --  An  acute  and  growing  nationwide  shortage  of  competent 
mathematicians,  and  little  prospect  of  improvement  in  the  situation 
without  major  revisions  in  educational  approach,  was  the  theme  of  an 
address  here  November  28  by  an  eminent  Chicago  educator. 

"Although  Chicago  is  generally  rich  in  its  higher  educational 
resources,  these  institutions  are  educating  nowhere  near  the  number 
of  mathematics  majors  that  one  might  expect." 

This  statement  was  made  by  Dr.  John  To  Rettaliata,  president 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  in  an  address  before  the  63rd 
Annual  Convention  of  the  Central  Association  of  Science  and  Mathematics 
Teachers,  Inc.  at  the  Sheraton-Chicago  Hotel. 

Rettaliata  went  on  to  point  out  that  the  combined  number  of 
bachelor's  degrees  in  mathematics  awarded  by  the  major  Chicago-area 
universities  numbered  only  139  last  year.   Only  59  master's  degrees 
and  four  doctorates  in  mathematics  were  awarded  by  these  institutions 
during  the  same  period,  he  said. 
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"The  point  is,"  Rettaliata  continued,  "that  the  needs  of  our 

day  for  the  mathematically  educated  are  not  being  met — not  only  here 

in  Chicago,  but  elsewhere  in  the  nation.   The  Conference  Board  of  the 
I 
Mathematical  Sciences  reports  a  particularly  acute  shortage  of 

mathematicians  at  the  Ph.D.  level  that  is  not  being  alleviated  by  the 

300  mathematics  Ph.D.'s  now  being  produced  annually." 

"At  the  same  time  that  we  need  more  people  in  the  field  of 
mathematics,"  he  said,  "we  also  require  stronger  mathematics  backgrounds 
for  students  who  intend  to  specialize  in  science  and  technology. 
Modern  scientific  and  engineering  education  cannot  afford  to  concentrate 
on  mere  information  or  current  professional  practice.   Today's  information 
and  practice  will  be  obsolete  tomorrow.   Only  a  strong  background  in 
fundamental  knowledge  and  basic  tools  can  provide  the  student  with  the 
capability  for  continuing  education,  which  will  be  the  key  to  success 
in  professional  development.   Among  these  fundamentals,  mathematics 
holds  a  prime  position--f or  it  offers  the  technique  both  for  the  most 
creative  extension  of  human  imagination  and  for  the  effective  control 
and  organization  of  thoughts  about  concrete  facts." 

Rettaliata  stated  that  this  calls  for  teaching  more  mathematics 
better  and  at  earlier  levels  in  the  educative  process.   He  also  indicated 
that  the  ability  of  higher  education  to  increase  our  manpower  and 
brainpower  resources  in  the  areas  where  they  are  most  needed  is  going 
to  depend  upon  greatly  improved  counselling  and  guidance  programs.

"We  can  no  longer  afford,"  he  said,  "simply  to  hope  that  young 
people  will,  by  happy  accident,  discover  the  areas  for  which  they 
have  the  greatest  aptitute.   It  has  been  estimated  that  more  adequate 
guidance  programs  could  increase  the  national  talent  pool  by  500  per  cent." 

I      "One  of  the  reasons,"  he  continued,  "that  too  many  capable  students 
shy  away  from  the  demanding  areas  of  professional  education  (such  as 
science  and  engineering)  is  because  their  preparation  for  such  study 
needs  strengthening.   Too  many  freshman  college  courses  are  really 
designed  to  make  up  for  basic  preparation  that  should  have  been  offered 
in  high  school.   Well-prepared  students  may  be  inclined  to  be  bored 
by  such  courses,  while  the  poorly  prepared  student  may  find  the 
deficiencies  of  his  background  too  difficult  to  overcome." 

L     Pointing  to  the  need  for  much  closer  cooperation,  between  higher 
and  secondary  education,  particularly  in  the  fields  of  science  and 
technology,  Rettaliata  said  that  "nothing  constructive  will  be

contributed  to  this  relationship  if  colleges  and  universities  confine 
their  participation  to  complaining  from  time  to  time  about  the  product 
of  secondary  education  when  he  shows  up  in  the  college  classroom." 

As  an  example  of  the  kind  of  cooperation  he  believes  is  needed, 
Rettaliata  cited  the  fact  that  his  own  institution,  IIT,  under  various 
foundation  grants,  has  for  some  years  been  holding  summer  institutes 
for  high  school  teachers  of  science  and  mathematics  and  special  Saturday 
morning  programs  for  gifted  high  school  students  in  these  fields.   He 
called  the  response  to  these  programs  "most  gratifying,"  saying  that

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over  a  five-year  period,  better  than  1,000  students  from  200 
Chicago-area  high  schools  have  completed  the  mathematics  institute, 
which  runs  through  the  full  academic  year. 

I      He  also  said  that  more  than  700  students  attended  similar

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CHICAGO  --  An  acute  and  growing  nationwide  shortage  of  competent 
mathematicians,  and  little  prospect  of  improvement  in  the  situation 
without  major  revisions  in  educational  approach,  was  the  theme  of  an 
address  here  November  28  by  an  eminent  Chicago  educator. 
I      "Although  Chicago  is  generally  rich  in  its  higher  educational 
resources,  these  institutions  are  educating  nowhere  near  the  number 
of  mathematics  majors  that  one  might  expect." 

This  statement  was  made  by  Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata,  president 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  in  an  address  before  the  63rd 
Annual  Convention  of  the  Central  Association  of  Science  and  Mathematics 
Teachers,  Inc.  at  the  Sheraton-Chicago  Hotel. 

Rettaliata  went  on  to  point  out  that  the  combined  number  of 
bachelor's  degrees  in  mathematics  awarded  by  the  major  Chicago-area 
universities  numbered  only  139  last  year.   Only  59  master's  degrees 
and  four  doctorates  in  mathematics  were  awarded  by  these  institutions 
during  the  same  period,  he  said. 
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L      "The  point  is,"  Rettaliata  continued,  "that  the  needs  of  our 
day  for  the  mathematically  educated  are  not  being  met — not  only  here 
in  Chicago,  but  elsewhere  in  the  nation.   The  Conference  Board  of  the 
Mathematical  Sciences  reports  a  particularly  acute  shortage  of 
mathematicians  at  the  Ph.D.  level  that  is  not  being  alleviated  by  the 
300  mathematics  Ph.D.'s  now  being  produced  annually," 

I      "At  the  same  time  that  we  need  more  people  in  the  field  of 
mathematics,"  he  said,  "we  also  require  stronger  mathematics  backgrounds 
for  students  who  intend  to  specialize  in  science  and  technology. 
Modern  scientific  and  engineering  education  cannot  afford  to  concentrate 
on  mere  information  or  current  professional  practice.   Today's  information 
and  practice  will  be  obsolete  tomorrow.   Only  a  strong  background  in 
fundamental  knowledge  and  basic  tools  can  provide  the  student  with  the 
capability  for  continuing  education,  which  will  be  the  key  to  success 
in  professional  development.   Among  these  fundamentals,  mathematics 
holds  a  prime  position--f or  it  offers  the  technique  both  for  the  most 
creative  extension  of  human  imagination  and  for  the  effective  control 
and  organization  of  thoughts  about  concrete  facts." 

Rettaliata  stated  that  this  calls  for  teaching  more  mathematics 
better  and  at  earlier  levels  in  the  educative  process.   He  also  indicated 
that  the  ability  of  higher  education  to  increase  our  manpower  and 
brainpower  resources  in  the  areas  where  they  are  most  needed  is  going 
to  depend  upon  greatly  improved  counselling  and  guidance  programs. 
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"We  can  no  longer  afford,"  he  said,  "simply  to  hope  that  young 
people  will,  by  happy  accident,  discover  the  areas  for  which  they 
have  the  greatest  aptitute.   It  has  been  estimated  that  more  adequate 
guidance  programs  could  increase  the  national  talent  pool  by  500  per  cent." 

I      "One  of  the  reasons,"  he  continued,  "that  too  many  capable  students 
shy  away  from  the  demanding  areas  of  professional  education  (such  as 
science  and  engineering)  is  because  their  preparation  for  such  study 
needs  strengthening.   Too  many  freshman  college  courses  are  really 
designed  to  make  up  for  basic  preparation  that  should  have  been  offered 
in  high  school.   Well-prepared  students  may  be  inclined  to  be  bored 
by  such  courses,  while  the  poorly  prepared  student  may  find  the 
deficiencies  of  his  background  too  difficult  to  overcome." 

I     Pointing  to  the  need  for  much  closer  cooperation,  between  higher 
and  secondary  education,  particularly  in  the  fields  of  science  and 
technology,  Kettaliata  said  that  "nothing  constructive  will  be 
contributed  to  this  relationship  if  colleges  and  universities  confine 
their  participation  to  complaining  from  time  to  time  about  the  product 
of  secondary  education  when  he  shows  up  in  the  college  classroom." 

As  an  example  of  the  kind  of  cooperation  he  believes  is  needed, 
Rettaliata  cited  the  fact  that  his  own  institution,  IIT,  under  various 
foundation  grants,  has  for  some  years  been  holding  summer  institutes 
for  high  school  teachers  of  science  and  mathematics  and  special  Saturday 
morning  programs  for  gifted  high  school  students  in  these  fields.   He 
called  the  response  to  these  programs  "most  gratifying,"  saying  that

Center  Jerry  Arndt  and  Bukovsky  gave 

the  Techawks  all  the  rebounding  they  could  ask  for,  while  ten  players 

broke  into  the  scoring  column.   IIT  also  got  a  tremendous  scoring  effort 

from  junior  guard  Con  Caswick^  who  came  off  the  bench  to  hit  for  17 

points  in  the  second  half. 
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After  CTC  the  Techawks  will  host  Lewis  College  at  8,00  on  Tuesday, 
December  10 .

CHICAGO  --  Dr.  Stothe  Po  Kezios,  professor  of  mechanical  engineering 
at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  has  been  named  technical  editor 
of  the  Journal  of  Heat  Transfer,  a  publication  of  the  American  Society 
of  Mechanical  Engineers,  IIT  announced  today. 

Kezios,  who  is  director  of  the  IIT  Heat  Transfer  Laboratory, 
was  chairman  of  the  Heat  Transfer  Divison  of  the  ASME  in  1958,  and  was 
instrumental  in  founding  this  journal,  which  first  appeared  in  1959. 
He  has  served  as  the  consulting  editor  since  that  time  and  is  the 
first  technical  editor  to  be  appointed.   The  appointment  runs  for 
three  years.   Editorial  offices  will  be  established  in  the  mechanical 
and  aerospace  engineering  department  on  the  IIT  campus,  where  Kezios 
expects  to  examine  about  250  manuscripts  submitted  to  the  journal 
each  year. 

Kezios  was  born  in  Chicago  and  attended  Lane  Technical  high 
school  before  earning  his  undergraduate  and  graduate  degrees  at  IIT. 
He  studied  under  the  late  Max  Jakob,  an  internationally  renowned 
scientist  who  first  directed  the  Heat  Transfer  Laboratory  at  IIT, 
which  Kezios  helped  found  and  which  he  has  headed  since  1955.   He 
lives  at  3100  S.  Michigan  Ave.,  Chicago.

CHICAGO,  Dec.  20  --  Increase  in  tuition  at  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology  from  a  present  figure  of  $1,200  to  $1,400  for  the 
academic  year  beginning  in  September,  1964,  was  announced  today  by 
Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata,  president  of  the  university.   The  new 
figure  represents  a  $100  increase  per  semester.   It  is  the  first 
tuition  increase  made  by  the  institution  in  two  years. 

I       Income  from  the  rise  in  tuition  will  be  applied  primarily 

to  increases  in  the  instructional  budget  of  the  university,  Rettaliata 
said.   During  the  current  academic  year  and  the  year  prior,  IIT 
has  increased  its  expenditures  for  faculty  and  supporting  personnel 
and  equipment  by  50  per  cent.   Faculty  salaries  alone  have  been 
increased  an  average  of  21  per  cent  in  this  two-year  span.   The 
university  is  engaged  in  a  continuing  program  of  accelerated  development 
in  faculty,  facilities,  educational  offerings,  and  research  activities. 

I       Funds  for  student  aid  have  also  been  greatly  augmented  and 
effort  will  be  made  to  provide  further  financial  assistance  to

qualified  students  who  need  it,  Rettaliata  said.   During  the  past 
36  months,  annual  scholarship  funds  (not  including  loans  and  other 
forms  of  student  aid)  have  been  increased  from  $490,708  to  $743,827 
(51  per  cent).   During  the  same  period,  budgetary  allocations  for 
student  activities  were  increased  from  $57,902  to  $153,000 
(165  per  cent)  and  special  counseling  programs  were  initiated. 

In  authorizing  the  new  tuition  rate,  the  IIT  board  of  trustees 
specified  that  it  shall  remain  in  effect  for  at  least  two  years. 
They  pointed  out  that  additional  income  anticipated  from  the 
increased  tuition  will  serve  to  cover  only  a  small  amount  of  the 
total  budgetary  increases  anticipated  in  the  years  immediately 
ahead.   The  greater  share  of  the  financial  requirements  for  the 
institution's  projected  growth  will  be  sought  from  voluntary 
contributions  by  firms,  foundations,  alumni,  and  other  interested 
individuals  and  groups. 
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CHICAGO  —  Practical  politics  on  the  precinct  and  ward  level 
and  the  functions  of  the  government  of  Cook  County  were  the  twin 
subjects  of  a  talk  by  Michael  L.  Igoe,  Jr.,  secretary  of  the  Cook 
County  Board  of  Commissioners  and  president  of  the  fifth  ward 
Regular  Democratic  Organization,  given  before  students  of  political 
science  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  on  December  18th. 

After  describing  the  work  of  a  professional  politician  at 
the  grass  roots  level,  Igoe  answered  student  questions  concerning 
patronage,  political  "deals,"  "bossism,"  and  similar  factors  in 
big  city  politics.   He  held  that  personal  relationships  were  more 
important  than  "deals,"  and  that  service  to  the  voters  in  the 
precinct  and  ward  and  loyalty  to  friends  were  more  important  than 
patronage.   Igoe  said  that  as  government  jobs  become  more  highly 
specialized  and  skilled,  patronage,  in  the  sense  of  a  government 
employee  owing  his  job  to  political  activity,  becomes  less 
significant .
